A STEAL KNOCKED OUT. 


THE SHIPPING BILL AT FIRST 
REJECTED, 


AND THEN IT IS RECONSIDERED, 


But Subsequently Thrown Out in Favor of a 
Substitute Which Defeats the Pur- 
pose of the Lobby. 


WasHINGTON, February 27.—[Special.]— 
The subsidy shipping steal was knocked out in 
the house tonight, after one of the most fiercely 
contested battles of the session. 

So to the herott fight of the democrats, rein- 
forced by a handful of patriotic repubiicans, is 
due the credit of having saved the people of 
this country from a burden of from $100,000,000 
to $300,000,000 annually. 

In lieu of that, a mild postal subsidy bill, 
appropriating not more than $1,000,000 annu- 
ally for ten years, passed the house. But that 
will be a mild, sugar-coated pill for the tax- 
payers toswallow after having escaped from 
the awful dose the republicans had threatened. 

It was a gigantic struggle, lasting till mid- 
night. The debate proper began at 10 o’clock 
this morning and lasted until 5 o’clock this 
afternoon. The democrats pounded the bill 
vigorously in short speeches, while the repub- 
licans defended it. More lobbyists came in 
this morning, and the halls and galleries have 
been literally packed with them all day. 
Gould’s Pacific Mail Company; the Cramps, 
of Philadelphia; the Ward steamship line, 
running between New York and Havana, 
and various other ship builders and owners 
had their agents here. Aaron Vander- 
bilt and Charles 8S. Hill, the latter 
well known in Augusta, are among the 

conspicuous figures in the lobby. There are, 
however, an hundred others. Not since the 
Pacific mail steal went through, some years ago, 
has sucha bold and brazen lobby infested the 
capitol. All during the debate today, they rushed 
about the halls with hands full of telegrams. 
Every member that showed himself in the halls 
was surrounded by them, and page boys were 
rushing into the committee rooms every few min- 
utes, where the chiefs of the lobby held forth, 
bearing notes from republican members who 
were lobbying on the floor for the bill. 
REED AS A LOBBYIST. 

Reee left the chair, and spent almost the entire 
dayin attempting to force the doubtful members 
in line for the bill. He pleaded and begged and 
bulldozed, and was successful in many cases. 

At 5 o’clock Mr. Fithian, of Illinois, who led} the 
opposition, offered a free ship bill as a substitute. 
The republicans and a half dozen democrats op- 
posed it, and it was defeated bya vote of 172to0117. 

Then the question recurred to the third reading 
of the original bill. 

During the roll call the excitement was intense. 
The galleries were'crowded with lobbyists, keeping 
tally, while dozens of members onthe firoor were 
doing likewise. At the end of the first roll call no 
one knew how the vote would result, but 
just before the second eall was 
completed, Reed sent word to Dingley that the 
bill was knocked out. 

THE BILL DEFEATED. 

The vote stood 142 ayes to 148 noes. 

Mr. Farqubar, of New York, the champion of 
the bill, tured deathly pale, and even Reed him- 
self wore along face. The democrats arose, and 
applauded enthusiastically. But three democrats 
had deserted their party and voted for the bill, 
while fifteen republicans voted against. it. The 

| it were Ou and Spinola, or 
New York, and Biggs, of California. Old man 
Vaux, Mr. Randall's successor, who was aided in 
his race by the ship builders of Philadelphia, 
shirked. He left the house unpaired. The repub- 
licans voting against the bill were: Butterworth, 
Candler of Massachusetts, Connell, Gest, Hop- 
kins, Kelly, Lacy, Lafollette, Laws, Lehlback, Mc- 
Comas, McCord, Peters, Pickler and Post. 

Joe Cannon, who announced during the debate 
that he was against the bill, was forced into line 
and voted for it. 

When Reed announced the vote he nodded to 
Dingley to move a reconsideration. Dingley did 
% aud McMillen, of ‘ennessee, immediately 

ved to table it, and on thisaroll call was 
ordered, and mounted couriers were quickly sent 
out to hunt up republican absentees, and Reed 
again left the chair and commenced lobbying with 
his republican opponents, begging themto leave 
the hall and not vote. In afew instances the big 
bulldozer was successful. Pickler, the allianceman 
from South Dakota, who had voted with the demo- 
crats on the first vote, shirked on the second, as 
did others, and as a consequence the motion to 
table was lost by 146 to 149. 

THE SFCOND TRIAL. 

Then the advocates of the steal became more 
hopeful, and the lobbyists that had retired dis- 
heartened to the committee rooms, returned to 
the galleries. The motion to reconsider was put 
and carried by 148 to 143. 

This brought the question again back to the 
third reading of the bill. Hope rose in the breasts 
of Reed and his pirate gang. When the second 
voteon the third reading was concluded, and 
Carried by 169 to 146,the pirates believed they 
Were safe,and would get the booty they had 
worked so hard and so corruptly for. 

But they were doomed to disappointment. Joe 
Cannon, he of the dirty mouth, who had been 
Voting with them, became frightened at his own 
vote in view of his many pubiic utterances against 
subsidies, and moved to recommit the bill to the 
committee on merchant marine, with instructions 
toreport back immediately the postal subsidy 
amendment which had alreaay passed the senate. 
This was a bombshell in the subsidy hunters’ 
camp. They polled every vote it was 
possible to beg or buy, but missed it 
by one, the vote when announced being 143 to 142, 
Again the democrats cheered. 

THE SUBSTITUTE OFFERED. 

But as soon as it was over, Mr. Farquhar walked 

tothe front, and as chairman of the committee, 
_ Seported the mail subsidy bill. 

Judge Crisp quickly raised the point of order 
that Mr. Farqubar had no right toreport for the 
Committee on merchant marine, when that 
Committee had not met or authorized 
it. Reed ruled against him, how- 
@ver, stating that while he was correct tech- 
nically, the house had ordered the bill reported 
back immediately, and Farquhar, as the mouth- 
piece of the committee, was compelled to do as 
the house had ordered. Then followed many and 
Varied points of order from the democrats, but 
Reed lost no time in ruling them out. There was 
&® long wrangle and scrambie over it, and 
Reed would have his way, a8 he always does, 
and after a couple of preliminary votes put the 
Question on the passage of the mail subsidy bill, 
There was no genuine opposition to this. The 
democrats contented themselves by simply cast- 
{ng their votes against it, and the bill passed by 
140 to 126.

THE TRADE REPORT. 


Business of the Week Reviewed by Dun & 
Co. 


NEw York, February 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s_ 


weekly review of trade says: There is not much 
change in the condition of trade, but there isa 
little more dullness at the south andin the north- 
west, with a little more stringency in the money 
markets and complaint about the slowness of col- 
lections. 


In general, business is still hesitating. Though 
there is no chance of monetary speculation at this 
session, the chances of an extra session of con- 
gress seem to be rather great, and before and 
pending legislation in several western legislatures 
regarding loans, mortgages, land titles and rail- 
roads causes much timidity and shifting of 
capitol. Buta large cause is umdoubtedly a par- 
tial loss of crops, which has ieft a great many 
farmers without means for the usual purchases. 
Atthe same time the -collapse of the real estate 
“boom,” which for a while intlated prices through- 
out the west and south has affected business more 
than has yet been realized. 

To this influence is added at the south the ex- 
tremely low price of cotton, which affects the 
farmers more, because 80 many of them tried, by 
holding back their crop, to force a higher level of 
prices. 

REPORTS FROM THE CITIES. 

Thus tardiness of collections begins to appear, 
because local debtors do not realize on their 
goods as promptly as they expected. 

At Philadelphia there are tolerably good collec- 
tions in clothing and dry — but poor in jew- 
elry, and extremely poor in paints. The money 
market, although still generally called easy, gives 
signs of the steady approach to stringency. 

Southern reports generally note a fair demand, 
but no improvement in trade, while northwestern 
gaa are, on the whole, less favorable than be- 

ore. 

Business at the eastern cities has been irregular. 
The wool trade is strengthened comparative 
a and the prices of some grades 
are 1igher. The knit goods manu- 
facture has apparently gained most, 
and next the manufactures of dress goods. A con- 
tinuance of purchases at more than the usual rate 
will be needed to.make the season a satisfactory one 
ii men’s wear goods. . The in co

markably. In rubber goods, trade is unsettled, 
some makers having advanced prices swith those 
of the crude rubber, while others have not. The 
glass trade is fair at Pittsburg and light at Phila- 
delphia. 

Steel rails do not move, because buyers doubt 
the permanence of the combination. Coal is 
dull, in fair demand. Cigar makers are busy. 
The advance in Sumatra leaf retards sales. 

AN ADVANCE IN PRICES, 

There has been an advance in the average prices 
of all commodities, amounting to half of 1 per 
cent for the week, but it has been almost exclu- 
sively in products, of which the crops were short. 
The price of wheat has not advanced, western re- 
ee continuing heavy, while exports are light. 

ut corn has risen 244 cents, and oats 1%, cents. 
A speculative advance of over 4%4 cent is also seen 
in coffee. Exports of merchandise trom New 
York for the past four weeks have been 14 per 
cent less than for the same weeks last year, and 
imports also decrease about 10 percent. A little 
disturbance is caused by further shipments of 


$600,000 of gold to Europe, and as the treasury dis- 


bursements for pensions are just now enormous, 
the money markets are likely to be strengthened 
for a time.

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The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

NEW YORK, February 27.—Futures opened at 
three points’ decline, further declined and after- 
ward improved, closing at from two to three 
points’ decline on this crop and unchanged on 
the next crop monthsfrom yesterday’s closing 
prices. The bulls found themselves overloaded 
this morning. Options at Liverpool continued to 
give way,and the large demand for spot cotton 
there was not maintained. Indications regarding 
the crop movement pointed to large figures for 
the day and week. The bears, however, pursued 
their advantage very cautiously. At cyrrent 
prices it is regarded as safe to be short over night. 
The bulls show resources as wellas pluck. Soon 
after the second call, orders came in for buying 
the next crop. A few hundred bales were taken 
tor November. The whole tone of the market 
quickly changed. The early decline was partially 
recovered, and a very firm jeeling was developed 
when it was seen that New Orleans had also 
turned better. Spot cotton was dull.

A New Rail Line Out. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 27.—(Special.]—The 
last spike on the Brierfield, Blocton and Birming- 
ham railroad was driven today at Gentry'’s Gap, 
twenty miles from Birmingham. The new road is 
fifty miles long, and isthe East Tenuessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia’s new run line into Birming- 
ham, extending from Brierfield, on the main line 
of that road, to Birmingham. It opens a new 
line from here to Mobile, and reaches many new 
coal — Trains will begin running early in 
March. 


Spartanburg Is Booming. 

SPARTANBURG, 8. C., February 27.—[{Special.}— 
New enterprises are springing up here daily. 
Today a canning factory took shape, with scores 
of demands of stock, which was already taken. 
It is likely the original plan will be enlarged, so 
as to manufacture brooms, buckets and one or two 
other things.

SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., February 27.—Addi- 
tional particulars regarding the damages by the 
stormjcontinue to be received.

The railroad company is 
trying to release south-bound passengers 
from the trains caught between the 
pass and Bartow.

Wagon 
bridges at Rincon, Auburndale, and Riverside 
across the Santa Ana river have all been swept 
away by the floids. The pipeline in Santa Ana 
canyon is furnishing water to Redland. 

The Destruction at Tia Juana, 

San Dreco, Cal., February 27.—Several deaths 
have resulted fromthe floodat Tia Juana A 
Mexican was drowned while attempting to assist 
others. William E. Scribner, druggist, was swept 
away in his store by the flood. In Tia Juana there 
is not a building left standing on its foundation. 
The Russ house is the only Suilding not com- 
pletely wrecked, and that is badly damaged. The 
main current of the Tia Juana river now rums 
through the town. 

Yuma Washed Away.’ 

Superintendent Filmore, of the Southern 
Pacific, received a dispatch from Yuma yesterday, 
stating that the place is doomed to destruction, 
that three-quarters of the city are flooded and 
that water was alsu threating the last quarter. 

In the Mohawk Valley. . 

ALBANY, N. Y., February 27.—The condition of 
the Central railway, owing to the flood north and 
south of this place, has not imploved. Several trains 
in each direction have been abandoned. All trains 
to and from New York have to go over the Harlem 
road which makes the running time three to five 
hours longer.

KEYSVILLE IS IN ARMS 


Over the Election of Two Negroes to the 
Town Council. 

AvuGUSTA, Ga., February 27.—[Special.]—The 
whites and blacks of Keysville are greatlyjstirred 
up, and serious trouble is apprehended. All the 
trouble is caused from political effects. _Keysville 
18 in the northwest corner of Burke county,twenty - 
six miles from Augusta, on the Augusta, Gibson 
and Sandersville railroad. Some of the residents 
of the village thinking the prospects jor develop- 
ing the town ood, commenced preparing 
for a boom in this way. Last summer while 
in Waynesboro Mr. E. J. Goodman atd several 
other gentiemen, of Keysville, called on Repre- 
sentative Davis, from Burke county,and requested 
him to nake application tothe legislaiure for a 
charter to incorporate Keysville. In accordance 
with the request Mr. Davis secured a charter for 
Keysville, but lost the letter that mapped out 
that part of town that the whites wanted incor- 
porated, which excluded the negro settlements, as 
drawn by Mr. Goodman, 8o he unknowingly had 
Keysvilie incorporated in the charter for half a 
mile in each direction from the academy, 
which included the negro settlement. The first 
Tuesday in January, an election for the first 
mayor and five members of the council was or- 
dered. The general understanding was that Mr. 
Goodman, who had taken such an active part in 
having the town incorporated, should be elected 
mayor. The night before the election the friends 
of Mr. Tom B. Daniel held a caucus, and decided 
to run Mr. Daniel on the quiet. The result of the 
election was that Daniel was elected mayor, 
with E. J. Goodman, R. ©. Clark, R. J. Cook, Dr. 
W. R. Jones, councilmen, Messrs. Goodman and 
Woodward, being ee at the way things 
have turned out, dec ined herve in gouncil. 
Consequently an election was oPdered, to fill both 
vacancies, on January 20th. The negroes nomi- 
nated Elbert Walker and Joe Young, both col- 
ored, for council. A majority of the whites re- 
fused to vote at the second election, so both ne- 

roes were elected. This was done to mortify the 

ncumbents. Ever sincethe negroes were elected 
the greatest disatisfaction has prevailed, 
and trouble in the municipality has been brew- 
ing. Both negro councilmen several days ago 
received a letter from “red shirts,”’ advisin 
them to send in their resignations at once, and i 
they refused to do 80, they would not be respon- 
sible for the terrible retribution that they would 
bring upon themselves. 

— receipt of the letter from “red shirts,” 
Walkerand Young, the negro conncilmen, ad 
dressed a letter to Mayor Daniel, and Dr. 
Jones and T. J. Cook, the two white

Consequently the negroes will 
not vacate office, and they expect a visit 
from the red shirts. Theyare prepared for them, 
and fears of serious trouble is entertained. An 
outbreak may occur at any time.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


The Desperate Deed of a Jealous Husband 
in North Carolina. 

CHABLOTTE, N.C., February 27.—({Special.j—An 
awful tragedy occurred at Statesville yesterday. 
For some time Frank Sherrill has suspected that 
the intimacy which existed between his wife and 
William King was notasitshould be, and being 
of a very jealous nature, he could see mountains 
of insincerity looming up before his imaginary 
vision, but afterall it proves to be not wholly an 
imagination. 

This bad bieod that had been stirred 
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to the stables, and after waiting some time for 
King to leave he returned to his house and found 
that he was stillthere. - Sherrill called his wife 
and soon afterwards King came out, and said that 
Sherrill and his wife were passing very hot words. 
Soon afterwards the wife started toward the 
house. Sherrill caught hereby the collar and 
dragged her to the ground, and seating himself 
across her prostrate form went to work on her 
with his razor, hacking her throat and 
Slashing the hand with which she 
tried to protect it. He drew_ the 
razor across her face,and head, making wound 
after wound, until his mother-in-law, seeing her 
child butchered alive, ran up and beat him off 
with a hoe handle. Thinkingthat he had mur- 
dered his wife, Sherril! left, and the people of the 
neighborhood, attracted by the tumult, began 
gathering. John Martin, one of the neighbors, 
came up and made inquiry a8 to what man that 
was lying on the side of the road ashort distance 
from the house, and nobody knew. Investigation 
was instituted and it proved to be the bedy of the 
angered husband, who, after leaving his wife for 
dead, had gone a short distance, and with the 
same razor he had almost severed his head from

FORTY INDICTMENTS FOUND 


Against as Many Participants in the Cath- 
rine Riot. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., 27.—{Special.J—Last De- 
cember W. L. Bruce, republican, formerly of Ohio, 
a nephew of Judge Bruce, of the United States 
court, was run out of Cathrine, Wilcox county, 
where he was a prominent merchant,on account of 
Polilical trouble. At the same time Bruce’s store 
was burned, and he was assaulted. A negro post- 
master was also intimidated, and made to leave.

WHITEHEAD VS. THE CHRONICLE, 


A Libel Case Thrown Out of the Augusta 
Court. 

AveustTA, Ga., February 27.—An interesting 
case was tried in the city court of Augusta to- 
day—that of Jesse J. Whitehead, of Oconee 
county, vs. The Augusta Chronicle, an action for 
libel. The Chronicle, last August, published an 
item which alleged that Whitehead had become 
involved in arowin which a man named Shipp 
was killed and another named Atkinson mortally 
wounded. 

The Chronicle pleaded in defense that the article 
was copied into its columns from a reputable and 
reliable paper in Georgia; that no malice was in- 
tended; that it offered to print a currection, but 
that the only reparation asked by Whitehead was 
a moneyed consideration. Whitehead’s counsel 
held that the article was entirely untrue and orig- 
inated at the hands of some neighbors with whom 
Whitehead was at fued. § 

Judge Eve decided that the article did not 
charge any particular crime, and the case against 
The Chronicle was non-suited. The case attracted 
much attention by its novelty. This was the first 
libel case tried here in twenty-five years. 


THE 825,000 ASSURED.

THE EMPRESS DEPARTS 


AND THERE 18 AN EASIER FEELING 
IN FRANCE. 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST AN UPRISING. 


The German ex-Empress and Suite Protected 
by 500 Policemen—French Artists and 
the Berlin Exposition. 


Paris, February 27.—Empress Frederick, 
of Germany, left Paris this morning. No un- 
pleasant incident has marked her departure. 
The gravity of the situation, however, can be 
fudged from the fact that, acting under advice 
from high quarters, the em phgas changed the 
line of her route, for fear of being insulted by 
that portion of the populace which had grad- 
ually worked itself intoa fever heat of rage 
over the presence ofthe imperial visitor in 
Paris. It was publicly announced yesterday 
evening and this morning that the empress in- 
tended to leave this city for Calais, at 11;30 
o’clock a. m., but upon the suggestion referred 
to, she left the German embassy two hours ear- 
lier and, entering a carriage, was driven rapidly 
to the Gare du Nord, where she entered a train 
which left that depot for Boulogne. The em- 
press, however, will not embark for England 
at that port, but will proceed from there to 
Calais, where the royal yachtis awaiting her 
arrival. 

CROWDS AT THE DEPOT. 

In spite of the precautions taken to avoid un- 
pleasant demonstrations by keeping the exact 
hour of the empress’ departure secret, several 
hundred people gathered about the Gare du Nord 
and watched the movements of theempress with 
considerable interest. The crowd, contrary to 
general expectation, was civil and quiet, a major- 
ity of the men present taking off their hats as the 
empress passed. There were no insulting cries of 
any description. The empress was ascalm and 
con posed, to all outward appearances, as if she 
had been in Berlin and surrounded by a body 
guard of loyal Germans. 

She quickly entered the railway car which had 
been secured for her special use, and cordially 
bade adieu to representatives of the German em- 
bassy, who had accompanied her to the station. 

THE ARTISTS’ EXPLANATION. 

At the reception yesterday evening, at the resi- 
dence of M. de Rothschild, M. Gerve, the painter, 
was presented to the empress. On behalf of 
the French artists he expressed the regret 
that they felt at not being able to send 
works of art to the Berlin exposition, claiming 
that the reason for their abstaining from so doing 
was that they could not place themselves at vari- 
ance with their colleagues. The empress listened 
attentively to the explanation given,and in reply, 
said, in substance, that she appreciated the justice 
of the French artists’ motives and accepted them 
in a friendly spirit of good will, though she re- 
gretted that the artists of France were not to be 
represented at Berlin. 

n an interview with the president of the 
Society of Artists, published today, the latter de- 
clares that he will still advocate that French 
artiste should send exhivits to Berlin, though he 
yields to the opinion expressed by his brother 
artists. 

PROTECTED BY POLICEMEN. 

Empress Frederick and her party arrived at the 
Gare du Nord in three landaus, the coachmen and 
footmen wearing cockades composed of the Ger- 
man colors in their hats. The police officials had 
taken every precaution to protect the empress, a 
body of 500 policemen being in waiting about the 
depot upon the approach of the imperial traveler. 
The police quickly formed into two lines, thus en- 
abling the empress’ carriage to drive up to the 
station without having any portion of the crowd 
near enough to the empress to do her injury, should 
such have been the intention of any 
present. 

The empress was accompanied by the whole 
staff of the German embassy, headed by Count 
von Muenster, German ambassador. An attache 
of the British embassy was also in attendance in 
company with one of the equerries of Queen Vic- 
toria. The latter, together with Count von Muen- 
ster and a number of police, accompanied the em- 
press to Boulogne, and from there to Calais. 

WHAT THE PAPERS SAY. 

The general tone of the press of this city is 
mild. The newspapers repudiate the utterances 
of The Cologne Gazette. The charge is made by 
La Justice that The Gazette’s statements were in 
reality only the outcome of a bourse mancuvre, 
and chat in any case Germany well knows that 
France is firmly attached to peace, although she 
does not hesitate to make any sacrifice which may 
be deemed necessury when the preparation for 
defense is concerned. 

La Paix, referring to the same subject, says 
that it is convinced that European opinion will 
able to distinguish between the few harangues 
made by the operators of the League of Patriots 
and the true attitude of the people. 

BERLIN, February 27.—Chancellor von Caprivi 
has notified Prince von Hohenlohe-Schillingfurst, 
governor of Alsace-Lorraine, to refrain from miti- 
gating passport regulations, as proposed in 
Alsace-Lorraine, in order toenable Frenchmen to 
cross the frontier and attend fairs and markets 
in upper Alsace. The chancellor, it is added, 
desires the governor not to extend, in any way, 
additional facilities to the inhabitants of the 
French frontier. 

ON BRITISH SOIL. 

DoveER, February 27.—The royal yacht, having 
on board the Empress Frederick and her suite, 
arrived here at 5 o’clock. The empress was en- 
thusiastically received. The arrival of the yacht 
was announced by salvos of artillery, and when 
the imperial visitor stepped ashore she was 
heartily cheered by the crowds present. 
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THE QUEEN WAS ANGRY 


When She Learned That the Frenchmen 
Had Insulted Her Daughier. 

Loxpox, February 27.—A social sensation has 
been caused by the reports of a verbal fracas be- 
tween the queen and princeof Wales, at Ports- 
mouth yesterday. Before going to the launch the 
prince of Wales heard, through the foreign office 
alarming accounts of the position of ex-Empress 
Frederick in Paris. He decided to goand bring 
her away, believing his personal popularity would 
prevent the threatened demonstration, and he 
wired the aueen his intention.

In further conversation she blamed the prince 
for the injudicious course he had taken, and 
threatened to countermand his telegrams by her- 
self wiring. 

The prince, in moderate tones, protested that 
the countermand would be unwise, and urged his 
mother to send a telegram enforcing his advice. 
The controversy ended in harmony. The queen, 
appeased, talked over the matter with the prince, 
and the latter, before leaving Portsmouth, sent a 
cipher telegram to ex-Empress Frederick, back- 
ing his own wishes with the queen’s.

The country has been waiting for some 
one to come forward and cap the climax on 
the Ingalls myth, and the ‘‘some one’’ has 
appeared in the shape of Blakely Hall, the 
celebrated moon-eyed correspondent who 
ripped up the south a few years ago with 
his gifted pen. 

Blakely Hall makes his reappearance in 
the columns of Howard Carroll’s newspaper, 
The Record, and he seizes on Ingalls as the 
most picturesque branch of the Spoopendyke 
species. Ingalls, it appears, is the most for- 
tunate statesman that wasever kicked out of 
office by his disgusted constituents. Ac- 
cording to Blakely, every corporation of any 
importance in the country has opened its 
safe-doors and invited Ingalls to walk in and 
take out a year’s salary, ranging from $20,- 
000 to $22,000 a year. 

Such a remarkably unanimous and si- 

mufitaneous movement is not without its in- 
teresting aspects. A country paper in Den- 
ver offered the deposed senator $20,000 a 
year to edit its bristling columns. A paper 
that isto be started in Chicago this month 
offered him $22,000 a year to edit its valua- 
ble pages. A well-known illustrated weekly 
in New York offered him $15,000 a year to 
preside over its destinies. In addition to 
‘this, according to Blakely Hall, numerous 
banks and insurance companies have offered 
him “similar figures’’ to take charge of 
their affairs. 

Taking the most natural view of this re- 
markable effort of newspapers and financial 
institutions to place themselves in charge of 
Mr. Ingalls, it seems that all that is neces- 
sary to make one truly great andsought after 
by people with money, is to steal the style 
and substance of one’s speeches and affirm 
that thereis no God, These constitute the 
chief distinctions of the Kansas statesman, 
and the newspapers and financial institu- 
tions of the country can have no other rea- 
sons for seeking his services. 

Yet, the situation might easily have been 
worse. If the moon-cyed Blakely had taken 
another brandy and soda with the ex-senator, 
perhaps we should have beheld a picture of 
all the newspapers, banking institutions aud 
trust companies of North America, whirling 
around Mr. Ingalls and offering him all 
their available funds, with Howard Carroll, 
in the midst of the confusion, making an 
earnest and justifiable attempt to save the 
most profitable of Pappy Starin’s transpor- 
tation lines. 


Reed’s Reckless Work. 

Speaker Reed, apparently in a spirit of re- 
venge for the defeat of his party in the late 
congressional elections, is making the most 
of the time left him during the closing hours 
of the present congress, and is adding to his 
reputation for recklessness and political de- 
pravity.

The Worst of Fellows. 

Colonel John R. Fellows, of New York, 
has made himself notorious by one after-din- 
ner speech, No man will envy him his 
notoriety, however, and it will not prove a 
very savory morsel to his palate in future. 
It is hard to believe that any sensible, hon- 
orable man could have made such a speech 
as that attributed to Colonel Fellows, 

It will be remembered that this learned, 
patriotic man, while a guest at a Washing-

If Colonel Fellows was guilty of the sen- 
timents attributed to him, he has not only 
wronged the south, but the people of the 
north, whom be seeks to flatter and concili- 
ate at a fearful sacrifice; for if he fought 
the battles of the south with his hand, and 
the battles of the north with his heart, he 
was atraitor to both, and merits only the 
contempt of men. 

We are sorry to see this ‘bloody shirt”’ 
business revived, even at a dinner table. 
Such sentiments as those expressed by Col- 
onel Fellows can dono good to the man or 
the country. Men of the Fellows stripe 
should be sat down upon, and relegated to 
the rear—a position with which they are 
familiar from their experience during the 
war.

The Study of Spanish. 

It has been the fashion to study French 
and German to the neglect of Spanish. In 
our State university the two former are 
given the preference, and a student of Span- 
ish is rare in our schools or colleges, 

The time for this neglect has passed. 
Heretofore we have had little to de with 
Spanish-speaking people, but the oba- 
bility is that we will have a great deal to do 
with them hereafter. ‘They are our neigh- 
bors. With the exception of the United 
States and Canada, all Americans on both 
sides of the equator speak Spanish. It isthe 
language of Cuba, Mexico, Prirai America, 
and all the South American countries. 
Brazil speaks Portuguese, which is almost 
the same thing. 

The unmistakable drift of things is to- 
ward a nearer affiliation of the American 
republics. 

There is iu session at Washington at this 
time a commission called to devise a plan 
for the issue of acommon coin to circulate 
in all those countries. There is the recent 
reciprocity treaty with Brazil, which makes 
the United States the most favored nation 
by 25 per cent on the Brazilian tariff. 
There isthe Nicaragua canal, which will 
open up the west coast of South America to 
the manufacturers of the southern states. 
There are the railroad systems which bring 
us closer each year to Mexico. 

Since the new treaty of reciprocity was 
signed, railroads have begun forming lines 
to the Atlantic and Gulf coasts, with the 
view of putting on steamers to South and 

Central América. The future of our trade 
with those countries appears greater each 


ear.

RAILROADS HAVE GIVEN NOTICE 
OF ADVANCE ON FREIGHTS, 


Which Means that the Consumers Will Have 
It to Pay— What Coal Men and Rail- 
road Men Have to Say. 


Another jump in the price of coal. 

Is will come after March 10th, and is 
due to the railroads advancing freight rates on 
coal. 

The people will pay that freight. 

Several days ago dealers in the city were 
given an intimation that the advance was com- 
ing, and yesterday morning these intimations 
were confirmed. 

The advance is all along the line. Every 
road that brings coal to Atlanta has joined in 
the notice, which applies to Tennessee and 
Alabama coal! alike. The railroads claim that 
the advance is due to the action of the roads 
leading to the mines, and that the roads bring- 
ing the freight into Atlanta have endeavored 
to prevent an increase, but those on the inside 
say that these roads participate in the increase, 
and that the kick on their part was a very 
weak one—if there was any at all. 

The advance is practically uniform at 25 
cents on steam coal and 15 cents on domestic. 
In some cases, however, the increase on do 
mestic runs as high as 50 cents a ton, and on 
steam 35 cents a ton. 

The Consumer Will Pay. 

Of course the consumer pays the freight in 
the end. 

This is particularly true with regard to steam 
coal, on which an advanced price to the con- 
sumer may be expected. It is hardly likely 
that there will be much, if any, change in the 
price of domestic coal to private consumers, 
owing to the lateness at which the change goes 
into effect. 

‘I can see no good reason for any change,” 
said a prominent dealer yesterday. ‘‘It isa 
hardship to the coalmen and to their custom- 
ers, but we have to grin and bear it. This 
will, of course, necessitate an advance in our 


prices.”’ 
What Brought It About. 


‘Well, sir, the change is due to the fact 
that the rates of transportation have been too 
cheap,’’ was Mr. J. L. Dickey’s reply to a 
query as to the cause of the advance in rates. 

‘“‘How will these new rates compare with 
the rates at the same time last year?’’ 


“They will be little, if: any higher. You

vance comes, however, primarily from 
initial roads—those leading to 
Then, too, there has been an 
prices at the mines, I believe. But even wi 
the advance the rateis not as high as it has 
been in the past.” 
“How much coal does Atlanta consume?” 
“I suppose from 300,000 to 325,000 tons per 
year. The bulk of it comes from Tennessee, 
from the mines on the Cincinnati Southern 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
roads, and from the Jellico region over about 
Knoxville. Our road brings about half the 
coal that comes to Atlanta, I suppose.” 
Mr. Dickey added that these increased rates 
apply to all parts of Georgia, and not to At 
lanta alone. 
So up goes coal—and there seems to he no 
help for it.
